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BY-LAWS. 




ARTICLE I. ^MEETINGS. 

SFCnox 1. The stated mcctiiiga of this Post shall 
l>o hiikl on the second and fourth Friday Evenings of 
afich monthj and a.t sucih hours as may be orderc^d from 
time to tinu', but cither one of these meetings may be 
siiKp^^nded during the months of July, Anguat and 
Septomber, by vote of the Post. 

Sec, 2, Called raoetingfi may be held as occasion 
may rt^quirt', bnt no money shall be voted at such a 
meeting, (except in case of an emergency admitting of 
no delay), and no othor businoss shall be transacted, 
^.'XL.'ept that menti<ine.| in tiiw call, and of which due 
jK.iico Bhiill havi' bten given to all membet-s within 
reasonable distance. 

ARTICLE II.— FEEB AND DUES. 

Fees and duts in this Post shall be as follows : 
Muster-in fee or joining from honoral)k dis- 

charge^ and must accompany tlic petition S 5 00 

Joining by Transfer Card 1 00 

Annual Dnes payable quarterly in advance. . . 6 00 

The Quartermasiter and Adjutant shall be exempt 
from payment of ducf^. 

ARTICLE IIL— STANDING committees. 

Sec. 1. Immediately after instollatlon, the Post 
Commander shall appoint a Finance Committee consist- 
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ing of three (3) memborsj and a R'sHef Ooinraittee eon- 

sistiag of three (3) members, of which latter committee 
the Pofit Sui'geoii shall be one of the members and 
ex-offijcio ctainnan. 

Sec. 2. The Finance Committee shall examine and 
audit the accounts of the Post Quartermaster and such 
other financial matters as may be referred to it, and 
shall report the result of its investigations, at the first 
meeting in January, and speeially whenever required 
by vote of the Poftt. 

Sec, 3. The Kelief Comuiittec shall attend to such 
cases of need a?, may appear to require the assistance of 

this Post, and in caaee of immediate neceeaity, may, in 
its discretion, grant such aid as may be rtquired, not to 
exceed $10 in each case, or with the approval of the 
PoAt Conin:iander, |25, reporting its action in each case 
at the next stated meeting of the Post.

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ARTICLE VI, — AMENDMENTS. 

From and after the adoption of these By-Laws, all 
former liy-Lawe, or standing resolutions in conflict 
herewith .ire repealed, and these By-Laws shall not be 
amended except by a two-thirds vote of the members 
present at a stated meeting, and then only in aoeor- 
<iance Avith the notice of special item of proposed 
<!hange, which notice shall have been given at a previ- 
ous meeting. 

No snspnnsiou of theao By-Laws shall be permitted 
on any occasion whatever.
